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GANDHI'S REFUSAL 


S KEY TO CRISS I 
NDIA, GRPPS SAYS 


Inference From Interview 
Is That Policy of Non- 
Violence Might Even 
Lead Him to Make 
Peace With Axis.

LONDON, Oct. 23.—Sir Stafford 

Cripps, leader of the House of 
Commons and member of the War 


Cabinet who last spring made an 
attempt to persuade Indian fac- 
tions to accept the British gov- 
ernment’s offer of dominion status 
after the war, has given me an in- 
terciew turning new light on this 
dispute which involves the indepefi- 
dence of close to 400 million people, 
Cripps says the key to the sit- 
uation is Mohandas K. Gandhi's 
persistent support of the policy of 
non-violence, : . 
The point made is that it is im- 
possible for Gandhi's personal] ad- 
herents to participate in any gov- 
ernment, no matter what its na- 
ture, which wages war. Thus 
England, which is in the midst of 
a life and death struggle, is asked 
to countenance an Indian govern- 
ment that not only would not fight, 
but might even insist on making 
peace with Britain’s enemies. 


Dominates Congress. 

“I don't believe that Gandhi; who 
wasn't present when the decision 
was taken, was personally respon- 
sible for the rejection of the gov- 
ernment’s proposal,” Cripps added. 

“However, his influence and 
ideas dominated those of the work- 
ing committee of the All-India Con- 
gress, who did turn down the offer. 
We must have the agreement of 
the congress for any solution.” 

Now, if Cripps’ estimate of 
the position is correcst, it 
makes much more easily under- 
standable one of the world’s most 
complicated problems. Heretofore 
all sorts of involved reasons have. 
been advanced by various disput- 
ants to explain the failure to agree. 
This new explanation, calculated to 
show that the dispute is revolving 
on a single pivot, is easy to see. 

It would be interesting to get 
Gandhi's reaction. to Cripps’ ap- 
praisal and I-hope it may be pos- 
sible to question him. (Gandhi is 
@ prisoner of the British in the 
Aga Khan's mansion at Poona.) 

Next to Prime Minister Church- 
il, Cripps is probably the most 
talked of man in Britain. Some of 
his political opponents tried to 
make capital of his failure to 
achieve an agreement in India, but 
his stock seems to rate high 
throughout the country. 


Interview in Office, 

I found the Prime Minister’s 
deputy in his office in a 200-year- 
old building opposite the Horse 
Guards in the Whitehall center of 
officialdom. He extended the pleas- 
ing courtesy of meeting me half 
way across the room from his desk 
and led me to a chair with a word 
of welcome. 

He is 53 years old, tall, slim 
and straight with graying hair. 
He has an agreeable smile and 
probably is good looking, though 
the thing that impresses me about 
his face ig the strength of its 
lines. He is pleasant to meet, 
though he decidedly isn’t the type 
which invites free and easy ap- 
proach by strangers. 

The moment you encounter him 
you set him down as a man of 
great capabilities. His mind ticks 
off logical thoughts with the pre- 
cision regularity of a taxi-meter 
recording a fare. 

He is outspoken, too, and the 
one thing I feel sure about is that 
he is frank. I looked him squarely 
in the eye and read sincerity 
there. 

Beyond that, however, I wouldn't 
want to bet any essential part of 
my wardrobe. Actually Cripps is 
an enigma, even to his friends, 
Take his political leanings, for in- 
stance. He represents a Labor 
constituency in Parliament, but 
the Labor party read him out of 
its ranks long ago on the ground 
that he was too extreme for it.' 

Described as 

Some call him vaguely a “left- 
ist” and some “extremist.” Well, 
so far as I’m concerned, those two 
expressions no longer have any 
exact meaning. They seem to rep- 
resent a person who wants to take 
away from you something that you 
want to keep. 

On that basis Cripps likely is a 
“leftist” or “extremist.” I judge 
he holds views about sharing which 
aren’t popular: among the imper- 
falists and vested interests. For 
instance, he said to me: 

“I believe in granting the In-

F, D. R. COMMENT 
ON JAPAN’S THREAT 


WASHINGTON, Oct, 23 (AP).— 
President Roosevelt asserted today 
that Japan would be violating the 
Geneva Convention on treatment 
of war prisoners if it carried out 
threats it has been making to 
punish captured American aviat- 
ors, 

He declined to say whether this 
country might take action in re 
prisal, remarking that he would 
be gettipg in too deep if he com- 
mented on that point. He said he 
preferred to leave that to the §tate 
Department. ' 

Germany definitely violated the 
Geneva Convention, he said, in the 
wholesale shackling of Canadiin 
and British prisoners who were 
under guard, 

Discussing the matter at his 
press conference, the President 
said that when Nazis captured. by 
the British and Canadians in the 
Dieppe raid were brought ashore 
in England, he understood some 
had had their hands tied between 
the time they came off the boats 
and the time they got to concen- 
tration points. That was no vio- 
lation of the Geneva Convention, 
but only a matter of guaranteeing 
security during transportation, he 
said. It was followed by wholesale 
German shackling of prisoners 
who were not being transported, 
but were merely under guard.

Some of the prisoners, a state- 
ment by Defense Minister J. L. 
Ralston disclosed, barricaded them- 
selves: in their barracks and re- 
fused to obey orders until guards 
chopped a hote in the roof and 
sprayed them with a fire hose. 
Furniture was smashed and win- 
dows broken. 

One prisoner was wounded in 
the leg by a rifle bullet and two 
suffered light bayonet wounds, 
Ralston said. He added that other 
injuries were mostly of a minor 
character. 

Ralston’s statement apparently 
was provoked by a story on the 
Bowmanville disorders in Time 
Magazine, g the Canadian le- 
gation in Washington to make of- 
ficial representations to United 
States authorities yesterday on the 
ground it constituted a serious 
breach of censorship regulations. 
The representations asked for a 
full investigation of the source of 
the information on which the story 
was based and how it was trans- 
mitted across the border. 

The legation officials said their 
Government took a serious view of 
the incident because it might lead 
to further reprisals against Cana- 
dian prisoners of war in Germany. 

Ralston said that in addition to 
the Bowmanville disorders, “mild 
resistarice” to the shackling order 
was shown at one other camp, but 
that no trouble was encountered at 
any of the remaining 15 prison 
camps in Canada. 

There was no shooting by the 
Bowmanville guards, he said, ex- 
cept for four rifle shots fired in 
warning after the prisoners barri- 
caded themselves in their barracks 
and “seized and brutally assaulted 
an officer of the guard.” One of 
these bullets, he added, ricocheted 
off the ground and struck a pris- 
oner in the leg. 

Col, Ralston asserted: “No ma- 
chine gun fire was used nor was 
there tear gas or any other form 
of gas resorted to throughout the 
trouble.” Time had referred to the 
firing by guards of “a couple of 
tentative machine gun blasts” and 
said the German prisoners had 
marched out of the camp’s main 
hall “after 35 minutes of high-pres- 
sure water and tear gas.” 


RADIO SAYS\nr 


Says Admiral’s Speech 
Was Not Cleared 
Though OWI as Presi- 
dent Directed. . 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 28 (AP).— 
Elmer Davis, director of the Of- 
fice of War Information, has noti- 
fied Rear Admiral Emory 8. Land 
that the latter’s speech recom- 
mending that “organizers” should 
be shot at dawn should have been 
cleared through OWI. 

Davis sent a note to the Mari- 
time Commission chairman inform- 
ing him that his talk to the In- 
vestment Bankers’ Association of 
America in New York City Monday 
was in violation of President 
Roosevelt’s order requiring that 
all speeches by policy-making offi- 
cials be cleared in advance. 

Davis was quoted by his aids as 
stating that Admiral Land did not 
check with OWI before making the 
speech and, in fact, spoke from 
notes. 

Davis notified the Admiral that 
such speeches should be cleared 
in line with the executive order 
which difected that public ad- 
dresses be checked in advance by. 
the Office of Facts and Figures, 
now superseded by OWL. 

Reports of the New York speech 
quoted Admiral Land as saying his 
“pet hates for the duration” in- 
cluded “union organizers,” and 
that “organizers,” in his opinion, 
“ought to be shot at sunrise.” 

Union leaders, including Presi- 
dent Philip Murray of the CIO, 
protested to President Roosevelt, 
asking for Admiral Land's dis- 
missal. 

Tuesday Admiral Land issued a 
statement saying the speech had 
been “misinterpreted” and saying 
that while he spoke of “organizers” 
he did not use the words “labor” 
or “union” in connection with “or- 
ganizers.” He said he referred 
to the notes he used for the speech 
in preparing the statement, and 
explained: 

“In fact, I meticulously re- 
frained from adjectives qualifying 
the term ‘organizers’.”

Cripps presents similar austerity 
to the public, if you follow my 
meaning, but is a carefree play- 
fellow of his wife and four chil- 
dren—a boy and three girls. I am 
told he grows flowers on his coun- 
try place and raises sheep. He 
makes his own furniture. 

He reads poetry by choice, but 
devours mountains of literature of 
all sorte—such quantities that 
apart from the books he reads 
himself he keeps secretaries busy 
abstracting other volumes for him. 
He is said to be deeply religious. 
He belongs to the Church of Eng- 
land and has Quaker leanings. 
That's the man who has been 
trying to solve the Indian problem 
and apparently has come nearer 
t@ it than anyone before him. 

, He speaks in the highest terms 
of Gandhi as one of the great 
thinkers and leaders of our time. 
“I believe Gandhi is quite sin- 
cere,” he said, “but with his pas- 
sionate belief in non-violence he 
must keep the Congress non-vio- 
lent and so non-co-operative with 
a Government which is at war. 
“He is the greatest single in- 
fluence in India, or at least in the 
All-India Congress. We must have 
the Congress for any complete so- 
lution. 

“The tragedy of it is from the 
Indian standpoint that had there 
been an agreement and had a Gov- 
ernment been set up through a 
council with the Viceroy Indians 
would have absolute control of the 
situation.” 

I asked Cripps if there stil] were 
a chance for a settlement. He 
nodded but it wasn’t a hopeful ges- 
ture.

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Davis Holds Government 
Failed to Prove Joseph 
Rothermel Acted in Bad 
Faith in 1933. 


The Government’s suit to revoke 
the citizenship of Joseph Rother- 
mel, German-born mechanic, was 
dismissed today by United States 
District Judge Charles B. Davis. 
The Government had charged 
that Rothermel obtained his Amer- 
ican citizenship by fraud in 1933, 
contending he did not actually in- 
tend to transfer his allegiance from 
Germany to the United States. 
Judge Davis ruled, however, that 
statements made by Roth in 
1940 and 1941 were not ence 
that he had acted in bad faith 
seven years earlier, 

The Judge pointed out also that 
the statements attributed to Roth- 
erme] were*made during the public 
agitation over our entry into the 
war, but while we were still at 
peace. It was: apparent, Judge 
Davis said, that many of the Gov- 
ernment’s witnesses were viewing 
prewar statements as if they had 
been made in wartime. 

Rothermel, who lives at 3223 Dix 
avenue, Overland, and is employed 
by Public Service Co., testified he 
had opposed entry of the United 
States into war before Pearl Har- 
bor, but “since our country was at- 
tacked I believe we must fight and 
win this war.” 

Because the suit was a civil 
rather than a criminal proceeding, 
the Government has the right to 
appeal it, but United States Attor- 
ney Harry C. Blanton said that 
decision was for the Department of 
Pustice to make. .

the aircraft carrier Yorktown re- 
ported here today. ; 

They are Corp. Calvin E. Simp- 
son, son of Mr, and Mrs. R. 8. 
Fuller, 4657 Gravois avenue, and 
Pvt. William B. Kuhl, nephew of 
William F. Kuhl, 4267 Ellenwood 
avenue. They are visiting relatives 
during a 30-day furlough. 

“We were in the water about 
an hour and a half after leaving 
the Yorktown, when she had been 
fatally damaged in the Battle of 
Midway Island,” they told a 
Post-Dispatch reporter jointly. 
“We were wearing life jackets, 
but the oil was so thick that it 
was hard for us to get through 
it.” 


Kuhl said he went into the 
water wearing all his clothing, but 
he had shed it all by the time he 
was picked up by a destroyer. 

“T had $86 in my pockets,” he 
said, “but money doesn’t seem im- 
portant at a time like that, The 
destroyer that picked us up was 
crowded. There was not enough 
water for bathing, and we had to 
go around covered with oil for 
two days. It was two weeks before 
we could get the oil out of our 
hair.”

Kuhl is credited with downing 
an enemy torpedo plane after the 
pilot was said to have thumbed 
his nose at the Yorktown. 

He said he never knew whether 
or not the Japanese pilot actually 
thumbed his nose. “His was the 
last plane that came over. An of- 
ficer sighted him over the flight 
deck, and I cut loose at him, shoot- 
ing a whole box of ammunition. I 
ycould tell by my tracer bullets 
that I was hitting him, and then 
his ship burst into flames and 
hit the water about 300 yards from 
the Yorktown. They told me later 
he had thumbed his nose, but I 
shot him because he came in my 
gun sights.” 

Both men also participated in 
the Battle of the Coral Sea. 

“That was the first big action 
we had been in, and we were aw- 
fully nervous before it began,” 
they related. “We knew the en- 
é¢my was coming, and were waiting 
for them. That waiting is worse 
than fighting, because when the 
action begins you become  s0 
wrapped up in your job there’s 
not much time to be frightened.” 

Shot at Aircraft With Rifle. 


Kuhl, who was an aircraft spot- 
ter in that battle and stationed on 
the highest point of the ship, said 
the enemy aircraft came so low 
that he shot at several of them 
with a rifle. “I don't know wheth- 
er or not I hit any of them,” he 
went on. “In all, 103 planes at- 
tacked us and the carrier Lexing- 
ton that day. It was reported that 
only two planes that attacked our 
ship escaped, but we feel sure that 
none of the attackers got away.” 

They reported that the Japa- 
nese flyers in both battles dis- 
played skill and daring, “but 
they’re not as good as our flyers.” 

After the Battle of the Coral Sea, 
the men aboard the Yorktown were 
too excited to eat, Simpson and 
Kuhl recalled, saying: “There was 
plenty of food to eat, but we had 
no appetites for a couple of days, 
and ate only candy bars. We were 
more calm during the Battle of 
Midway, our second big engage- 
ment.” 

Kuhl was the oldest Marine, 
from point of service, aboard the 
Yorktown, having served on the 


the Marine Corps in February, 
1940, and Simpson joined in June 
of the same year. Both are gun- 
ners, Simpson rated fs a sharp- 
shooter and Kuhl as an expert 
rifleman.

A minute later he saw an Amer- 
ican cargo ship reel from a tor- 
pedo hit, but he said it was “a 
Liberty ship and failed to sink be- 
cause of the water-tight bulk- 
heads,” so an escort vessel sent it 
to the bottom to keep it from fall- 
ing into enemy hands. 

Less than four hours after the 
first ship went down, Herman con- 
tinued, the attack was renewed, 
three Heinkel planes coming in on 
the port bow and discharging their 
torpedoes without making a _ hit. 
One of them was brought down by 
anti-aircraft fire. 

The enemy lost no time return 
ing, he said, and the entire escort 
started: firing at the planes but

FRENCH NAVY.

HE question of what would 
happen to and in unoccupied 
France if the machinery of 
its government should be moved 
to Dakar 4s of prime importance 
to the nations fighting the Axis. 
The first and by far ;the most 
likely possibility is that the Nazis 
would move in at least a’ token 
army of occupation to seek en- 
forcement of the demand that 
France, all of it, contribute to the 
German war production effort. The 
threat of chaos that may ensue 
from German pressure for French 
labor is reported in Switzerland as 
a reason why Admiral Jean Darlan 
is looking over Dakar as a. pros- 
pective home for some sort of 
French government.

Recently three inbound ‘convoys 
and two outbound convoys reached 
their destination without the loss 
of a single merchant ship.

This is in marked contrast to 
the first half of the year, when 
British and American naval au- 
thorities disagreed strenuously on 
the best method for combatting 
the submarine menace. In those 
months the toll of ships steadily 
mounted, with 111 merchantmen 
sunk in June. 


American authorities believed in 
the system of patrols to keep the 
submarine off our shores and

An “Expert” Told in March, 1940, Why 
Russia Couldn’t Fight. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: . 

N an old Reader’s Digest (March, 1940) 

there is an article by a “military ex- 
pert,” one Early Reeves; his subject: 
“Why Russia Can't Fight.” It is wonder- 
ful; you really ought to dig it out and 
read it. 

Expert Reeves tells how the French 
military intelligence made the discovery 
that “Soviet armies on a war footing 
would be no better supplied with war 
materials, foodstuffs, etc. than they 
would be commanded. This would de- 
prive them of all capacity for initiative.” 

The article concludes: “It will be 
strange if the tiny Finnish nation can 
stand against Stalin indefinitely.

It ig true that he was 
without opposition, but so was he without opposition 
in 1940, when he polled 58,462 in the primary, He 
was without opposition in 1938, when he polled 64,832 
in the primary. He also was without opposition 
when he polled 51,831 in the 1936 primary.

MERICA’S manpower problem is like 
the three-dimensional] chess game invent- 
ed by a couple of Oxford dons who 
thought ordinary kings and pawns too easy. 
They played up and down a trellis as well 
as across the flat , 
The job of Paul V. McNutt, War Man- 
power Commissioner, his aids and almost 
everybody’ else responsible for supplying 
munitions and food to our armed forces and 
Allies would be elementary if it involved 
no more than a simple, mathematical listing 
of men and women and shifting them, say, 
from Springfield to Chicago. 
Everything would be rosy if all hands 
were equal in ability and all were called 
upon to do the same tasks; if farming were 
no more than digging, planting and singing 
at the harvest. 
But common labor is not the problem. 
We need specialists to make the bits and 
parts of airplanes and machine guns. Many 
war-plant communities have reached their 
housing limits, and even the enforced bil- 
leting that is being discussed is not a com- 
plete cure. 
There are prejudices againat hiring com- 
petent Negro ns, and some employers 
even balk at ning women, although 
women have demonstrated their fitness 
and even superiority in some skilled work. 
Those difficulties and others explain why 
President Rodsevelt is not quite ready to 
recommend specific compulsory manpower 
regulation to Congress, though he admits 
the voluntary system is not working well 
enough. A bill is in the making. 
Thus far, it is in the form of a series of 
‘proposals that have gone to the White 
House. They have been bounced back to 
McNutt’s labor-management committee, 
which in turn has it before a subcommit- 
tee for more study.

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Mathematically, here ig the situation: 

The total labor force of the country—in- 
cluding men and women, Negro and white 
and the armed forces—is estimated td be 
59,000,000 as of Dec. 1, 1942.

Mdry 
and Joseph’s Church until 1906, 
when Archbishep John J. Glennon 
sent him to the Apostolic Mis- 
sion House in Washington, to pre- 
pare for mission work. 

Returning to St. Louis, he was 
pastor of St. Lawrence O’Toole’s 
Church for 10 years. In 1920 he 
was appointed pastor of Holy 
Name Church, succeeding the Rev. 
Cc. E. Byrne, who became Bishop 
of Galveston, Tex. Later he was} 
named by the Archbishop as one 
of two Vicars-General. After the 
death of Mgr. F. G. Holweck in 
1925, he was the only St. Louis 
holder of this office, in which he 
was empowered to perform certain 
administrative duties on behalf of 
the Archbishop. 

In 1927 he was made a domestic 
prelate to Pope Pius XI, with the 
title of Monsignor. Seven years 
later, Mgr. Crane was invested 
with the rank of Prothonotary 
Apostolic, by appointment of Pius 
XI. This title had not previously 
been conferred on any St. Louis 
clergyman. Its hojder has the 
right to wear mitre, pectoral cross 
and ring in celebrating mass. 

Mgr. Crane served at various 
times as chaplain of St. Louis 
Council, Knights of Columbus, and 
as State chaplain of the order; as 
member of the Catholic Orphans’ 
Board; secretary of the Kenrick 
Seminary Board; and president of 
the Catholic High School Board. 
In the World War he was a mem- 
ber of the executive board of the 
National Catholic War Council.

Approved methods of cleaning a 
stoker-fired heating plant, starting 
the first fire of the winter smoke- 
lessly and cleaning clinkers from 
the fire are being distributed by 
city smoke inspectors to all apart- 
ment houses and commercial boil- 


jer rooms for the guidance of jani- 


tors, Smoke Commissioner Robert 
Boyles announced today. 

The instructions, printed in large 
type on a poster which is to be 
fastened to the furnace room wall, 
are applicable also to domestic 
stokers, Boyles said. 

Before starting a fire, the flue 
passes, smoke stack and breeching 
should be thoroughly cleaned and 
the boijer filled half full with 
water, the instructions point out. 
Stoker tuyere block openings 
should be cleaned, the motor and 


coal removed from the hopper. 
The fire may be started with paper 
and kindling placed on top of a 
bed of coal after the hopper is. re- 
filled. Stokers should not be turned 
on until the kindling wood is burn- 
ing briskly, then the low water cut 
off should be checked. To remove 
clinkers, the stoker should be 
turned off and clean-out doors 
opened. The clinker can be re- 
moved with tongs without disturb- 
ing the fire bed. The instructions 
caution firemen not to stir the fire 
with a poker at any time,

When the zealots have been 
discounted, there remains: the fact 
that the search for the right use 
of air power in combined opera- 
tions is crucial in the Anglo-Ameri- 
can conduct of the war.

Trophies at Naval Academy 
to Be Converted Into — 
War Weapons. 


WASHINGTON, Oct: 23 (AP).— 
The foretop of the battleship 


.|Maine, long displayed at Annapo- 
| lis, is going on the scrap heap. ~ 


The Navy announced today that 
trophies and relics of five wars 
would be collected at the Naval 
Academy to be sold and melted 
down to provide weapons for this 
war. 

In addition to the Maine’s fore- 
top, the historic trophies being 
scrapped include a British 24 
pounder gun from a ship captured 
by Commodore Thomas MacDo- 
nough at the Battle of Lake Cham- 
plain, two torpedoes from the Ger- 
man gunboat Geier, the first Ger- 
man ship interned by the United 
States in the first World War, the 
searchlight and gun taken from 
Spanish cruisers in 1898, and 242 
engraved brass destroyer name- 
plates, 

The Navy said the academy 
scrap collection was expected to 
yield 462,000 pounds of iron and 
steel and 41,000 pounds of brass 
and bronze. In addition, miscella- 
neous equipment formerly used at 
the academy for training was ex- 
pected to yield about 300 tons of 
assorted metal scrap. 


NO DEFERMENT FOR YOUTHS 
ON UNSKILLED ALASKAN JOBS 


Occupational deferment will not 
be recommended for the 18 and 
19-year-old youths of St. Louis who 
are being hired for unskilled jobs 
in war construction in Alaska, Col. 
Claude C. Earp, state director of 
Selective Service, said today. 

Informed that about 100 young 
men of the St. Louis vicinity have 
already been hired by fepresenta- 
tives of Siems-Drake Puget Sound 
Construction Co. of Seattle, Wash., 
for dishwashing jobs and unskilled 
work on naval air bases in Alaska, 
Col. Earp said draft boards must 
consider the nature of the. work 
a young man is doihg before grant- 
ing him occupational deferment. 


“Although draft boards do not 
now have jurisdiction over the 18- 
and 19-year-old men,” Col. Earp 
said, “I would not feel justified in 
recommending the boards to grant 
deferment for the ones who are ac- 
cepting unskilled work on a war 
project; because there are plenty of 
older men, not eligible for military 
service, who can readily fill these 
positions.” 

He pointed out that all men in 
this group were potentially in 1A 
classifications, although they had 
not yet received questionnaires

OBODY who ever perused the 
N pixie personals column in

Used to 
think I'd make a big stake and re- 
tire. My father, who was born in 
Bohemia and ran away from home 
before he was old enough to shave 
—not that there were any Gillettes, 
but he could have used an ax—re- 
tired on $50,000 at the age of 40.” 

Father Swekosky’s grocery store 
at 1014 Geyer “sold more sauer- 
kraut than any place in the neigh- 
borhood,” and sauerkraut simo- 
leons sent young Swekosky to bus- 
iness college, later to St. Louis Uni- 
versity, Dreams of stacking the 
lettuce went smash with the 
market wham of '29, and with an- 


other tuck taken in his wallet 
when a grocery chain’s stock nose- 
dived to primer figures from a rea- 
sonably healthy 54. 

“One of the executives embezzled 
funds,” Dr. Swekosky explained 
with an impractical, unconcerned 
shrug, smiling a most convincing 
“money-isn't-everything” smile. If 
it weren’t for the last tax bill, he'd 
almost make you believe it isn't.

EOPLE of the past, ladies whose 
P suszts swept parquet floors and 

whose carriages trundled proud- 
Jy from stables you could swing a 
‘ketch in, men with monkey-fur 
mustaches, stick pins fit to choke 
a cannon and fabulous fortunes 
squeezed out of every kind of en- 
terprise, from coney tippets to sisal 
farms in Cuba—these are rea] and 
romantic to Dr. Swekosky. True, 
they lack substance, but their 
handiwork is everywhere in his 
records, history books and corre- 
spondence, and they do as dandy a 
job of haunting as any passel of 
spooks out of Poe. : 

“Here’s murder mansion.” It 
looks it, photographed by his 
drama-catching Zeiss at a time 
when trees were bare and bony 
and the old house a sinister hulk 
in late afternoon shadows. Its 
story: 

Young Dr. Arthur Duestrow, son 
of millionaire Colonel Louis Dues- 
trow, who was one of the first 10 
stockholders in Granite Mountain 
Silver Mine, lived gayly and dan- 
‘gerously on the $20,000 a year in- 
come from his father’s estate. He 
came home drunk the afternoon 


of St. Valentine’s day in 1894, driv- 
ing his sleigh recklessly after a 
three-day spree with “some no- 
torious woman,” and murdered 
with a revolver his wife and baby 
in the upstairs hall.. Several hun- 
dred thousand dollars spent on 
defense couldn’t stave off the 
noose that was knotted for him 
in Union, Mo., in 1897. Dr. Swek- 
osky furnishes a final macabre 
detail. “I know the doctor who 
bought his skull and used the top 
of it in his office for calling 
cards.” 


In speaking of the mansions and 
the fortunes behind them, Dr. 
Swekosky will tell .you, down to 
the last fraction of a cent and the 
last slap of plaster, what they 
cost, what they were made of, who 
was married there and when, to- 
gether with such incidental de- 
tails as suicides, dress trimmings, 
and how Mr. So-and-go used to 
stick a pin in the candle when his 
daughter had a caller—when the 
candle dripped down to the pin, 
suitor scrammed. 


“First house in St. Louis to be 
decorated with stone lions.” Dr. 
Swekosky produced a picture of 
the 1126 Sidney street home of 
brewery baron Max Feurbachét, 
whose “opera garden” was pat- 
terned after one in Heidelberg. 
“Occupied ' by the family for 47 
years,” he continued. “That's un- 
usual. The house of Dr. Nicolas 
De Menil, built in 1863 at Thir- 
teenth and Cherokee streets, was 
lived in by his descendents for 65 
years, but usually 20 years is the 
limit fer places like these, For 
example, the mansion of banker 
John J. Anderson, built in 1856. 
Ten years later flour miller and 
steamboater George Pegrem was

born left 70-odd millions. His star 
salesman and plant superintendent 
was a fellow later known as ‘Bet-a- 
Million’ Gates.” 
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R. SWEKOSKY lives in a 12- 
Pyeer-oia brick bungalow at 2221 
Jules street, in a mildly anti- 
quarian atmosphere keyed to a 
Duncan Phyfe dining-room . set, 
pecks out notes, correspondence 
and research on a 50-year-old Ham- 
mond typewriter, a machine he got 
with a swap of $20 and an encyclo- 
pedia set, “Saw one jugt like it 
for $3 not long after that,” he said 
cheerily. “Oh, wéll—live and learn.” 
No, neither he nor Mrs. Swekos- 
ky collects antiques; most of all, 
they don’t collect old glass. “A 
vase I brought her once cost $100,” 
he said. “She broke it, got glass 
in her foot, and had to go to the 
hospital.” 

There’s considerable correspond- 
ence connected with his house- 
haunting hobby, and in his files 
are letters from directors of vari- 
ous societies in St. Louisiana. Re- 
muneration to date: two dollars, 
both of them from Graczak’s “St. 

Item: The Ter- 
minal Elevated was built over the 
Third and Cedar home of St.

Those who try to translate 
laboratory experiments in vita- 
mins from the laboratory to daily 
life of human beings do not real- 
ize the tremendous difficulties of 
constructing a diet with a certain 


foods contain one or more vita- 
mins. In order to remove the hair- 
graying factor from a diet you 
have to leave off most of the vege- 
tables, fruits, milk, egg, butter, 
nuts, bread, meats, to name just a 
few. What the experimenter real- 
ly does is to take foods and rroc- 
ess them so the vitamin is removed 
chemically. In other words, the 
people who write me asking what 
vitamin to take to prevent gray 
hair have. been eating it daily all 
their lives. 

The changing color of hair is a 
mystery of the deepest kind. One 
theory proposed is that hair color 
is due to the deposit of a chemical 
called melanin in the hair. The 
only way the body has of excret- 
ing melanin is to excrete it in the 
hair. When we get older we no 
longer need melanin in our body 
economy and no longer manufac- 
ture it, so the hair turns white. 

Another theory recently proposed 
by an anatomist is that he noticed 
that the skulls of those who had 
prematurely gray hair were lack- 
ing in the usual blood vessels that 
ran to the scalp. But this also is 
quite theoretical. 

There are a few rare cases 
recorded of hair restored to its nat- 
ural color. Dr. James Isdell of 


Dublin, in 1884 reported the case 


of his father who, at the Age of 
62, had the color of his hair com- 
pletely restored. A man whose 
history was reported in 1912 had 
his hair suddenly turn gray (al- 
most overnight) and as suddenly 
return to normal color.

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ATURDAY in London on May 10 started off like any other Satur- 
\ day night. The night was soft and the moon was full and London 
is very pleasant on a Saturday night like that. So many people 
are in the country that you get the illusion that you have London all 
to yourself. The Savoy dining room was only half full, a rare occa- 
sion at that popular hotel. I was having dinner with Bd Beattie. 


This is the cable I sent Collier’s 
on what happened that night: 

“I don’t like walking,” I told Ed 
Beattie, a member of the London 
Bureau of the United Press. He is 
all right in every other way but he 
likes to take long walks in the 
country. We were discussing plans 
for Sunday. 

“All right, all right,” he said. “T 
know a place in Kent where we 
ean hire bicycles. We'll take a 
bicycle ride through the country. 
Incidentally, the place I have in 
mind has a fine pub.” 

The idea seemed more reason- 
able. Spring in England is all right. 
You do get a bit tired of London 
and a day in the country sounded 
fine. The dining room was only 
half-crowded and Carroll Gibbons, 
the orchestra leader, was playing 
American tunes. Then cutting 
sharply through the music came 
the sound of the siren. 

“There’s that nasty man,” Beattie 
said. “It’s full moon tonight. 
Thought he’d be over.” 

But no one paid any attention to 
it. The minutes passed and we had 
forgotten the siren. Gibbons was 
playing “When That Man Is Dead 
and Gone.” The guns weren’t fir- 
ing. In the restaurant, which is 
brick-walled, we couldn’t hear the 
planes if there were any up there. 
Then came the deep-throated roar 
of a bomb exploding and the giass- 
es on the table rattled, the floor 
under our feet shuddered. The 
‘echo of the explosion hung in the 
room. This had been a very big 
one very close. We hadn’t heard it 

scream on its way down. The very 
big ones for some reason or other 
don’t scream the way the smaller 
ones do. A moment later three 
more explosions came. They usually 
drop a stick of three. People began 
to leave the restaurant. The Savoy 
restaurant is on the ground floor 
which isn’t good enough. 

And then suddenly Beattie and I 
realized that this was no ordinary 
blitz. The Savoy is virtually on the 
banks of the Thames. We walked 
to the back of the hotel and into 
the street. The angry buzzing of 
the planes increased and the bombs 
rained down; literally rained down. 
We hugged the side of the building. 

Now the fires appeared. A large 
bombedropped across the river, 
burst into a brilliant orange flame, 
seemed to die and then spurted 
high into the air. There were ware- 
houses over there. One by one they 
caught fire. The fire engines 
clanged sharply and then the air 
was filled with a great hissing as 
the water met the flames. 

We went back into the hotel. 
We have two rooms on the first 
floor which are kept open all’ night 
for the convenience of correspond- 


ents who live at the Savoy. One by 
one they appeared. Telephone re- 
ports began to come in. The United 
Press building was on fire. 

“I'll have to get to Fleet street,” 
I told him. “It’s a milé walk and 
stuff is dropping all over.” 

“I’m in charge of the office to- 
night,” Beattie said simply. “We 
have records there and I want to 
get them.” 

“You're a fool,” I said. 

“Anybody got a tin hat?” Beattie 
asked. No one had. We never 
have our tin hats handy when we 
need them. They’re no good, any- 
how. Dropped mine once and it 
cracked in three places. 

Claire Luce, the American act- 
ress, had come into our shelter. 
We call it a shelter but it’s only 
one flight up. She was playing 
chess with Larry Rue of the Chi- 
cago Tribune. She looked up when 
Beattie asked for a tin hat. 

“Can I go along with you?” she 
asked. Beattie said she could if 
she wanted to be a fool and they 
both went out to face a mile walk 
in the midst of the worst blitz 
London or any other city ever had. 
The noise had increased and we 
could hear the rather terrifying 
roar of the flames across the river. 
I went up to the roof to catch a 
quick look of the general scene. 
We are no longer allowed on the 
roofs during heavy raids. 

, wee, eee 
'M from the Air Ministry In- 
telligence Department,” I told 
the roof spotter. 

“You're from Room 554,” he said 
and I recognized him as the man 
in charge of the Savoy bar. He 
let me stay a few minutes. Often 
the German radio has told us, 
“Last night London was in 
flames.” It had never been true. 
It was true tonight. London was 
in flames. Across the river a solid 
sheet of leaping, maddened fire 
banked the river for nearly a 
mile. A German plane dropped a 
flare and it hit the river. It burst 
in a brilliant cascade of blue and 
gold sparks, a new kind of flare 
to me. Then the inevitable stick 
of bombs followed and the Savoy 
trembled. There were flames on 
every side. I looked toward Fleet 
street and winced. Two large fires 
were reaching up into the night. 
I had a lot of friends working 
down there. ' 

This dwarfed any blitz I have 
ever seen. Still both incendiaries 
and high explosives screamed 
down. The night was filled with 
noise, all of it frightening noise. 
And above, the planes still roared. 
It was so light that the balloons 
5000 feet up could be seen clearly. 
Now and then there would come 


the rattle of machine gun fire 
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Gerrard one: And tow Museum is 
gone. Get the Ministfy of Infor- 
mation.” 
“The night fighters got 14 up to 
1 o'clock,” white-haired Jim Mac- 
Donald reported gleefully.
